City, Rosedale Audits Both 6 Clean’

Kristal Rodgers, of Berry Kington & 
Utley Certified Public Accountants, pre¬ 
sented the audit reports for the city of 
Dawson Springs and Rosedale Cemetery 
Inc. at Monday night’s city council meet¬ 
ing. Both were clean opinions, Rodgers 
said. 

The city’s net position at the end of 
the fiscal year was $3,053,027. This was 
$41,000 lower than in the prior year part¬ 
ly because more bills were paid before 
June 30. 

“Your city is in sound financial con¬ 


dition,” Rodgers said, “but you did have 
excess expenditures over revenues of 
$49,000.” 

Rick Hendrickson asked if this was 
similar to other communities. Rodgers 
said yes, but added that Dawson Springs 
has always been “superior” in making 
good financial decisions. Revenues in 
the ABC Fund dropped by approximately 
$20,000 in FY 2013-14. Public safety ex¬ 
penditures were over budget, but that is 
expected to improve in the current fiscal 
year. 

Rodgers said the financial report is 
good and Dawson Springs is in good fi¬ 


nancial condition. 

“You’ve done the work to obtain the 
grants to better your city and followed 
the rules with the grants,” she said. 
“Good job.” 

The Rosedale Cemetery audit showed 
an end-of-year balance of $393,062. Rev¬ 
enues for the year totaled $35,658 includ¬ 
ing $30,818 in investment income. 

Mayor Jenny Sewell read a letter of 
resignation from Deward Stallins who 
has served on the cemetery board since 
1985.

Schools 
Hit Hard

The Dawson Springs Inde¬ 
pendent School System has 
been hit hard by flu-like symp¬ 
toms and confirmed cases of 
flu in the past week. On Fri¬ 
day, attendance, which usually 
averages above 96 percent, was 
down to 93 percent. By Mon¬ 
day morning that had dropped 
to 87 percent with 85 students 
out districtwide. 

Circumstances had wors¬ 
ened slightly on Tuesday. 
Numbers at 9 a.m. showed 85 
percent attendance for the 
beginning of the day. In the 
elementary school, 62 were 
reported absent, and 37 were 
out in the junior-senior high 
school. Nine teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators and three sup¬ 
port staff members were also 
absent. 

Superintendent Lenny 
Whalen said he still hopes to 
finish the week. However, he 
is closely monitoring both stu¬ 
dent and staff absences. 

Kentucky Health News re¬ 
ported several schools began 
experiencing illness-related 
absences last week; and some, 
including Toliver Elementa¬ 
ry in Danville and Harrison 
County Schools, closed Friday 
in hopes of recovery over the 
weekend. 

The flu is very contagious 
and is easily spread in the 
school environment. The most

SCHOOL DISTRICT RECEIVES ‘ CLEAN1AUDIT OPINION 

Board Approves Purchasing Truck, Three Buses

At Monday’s regular¬ 
ly scheduled meeting, the 
Dawson Springs Board of Edu¬ 
cation approved the audit re¬ 
port for the year ending June 
30, 2014, prepared by Kem, 
DuQuid and Associates. The 
district received a clean opin¬ 
ion on the audit. There were 


no incidents of noncompli¬ 
ance. 

The treasurer’s report was 
approved with a balance of 
$1,226,716.85 at the end of No¬ 
vember. The general fund bal¬ 
ance of $1,081,687.16 was down 
$251,285.36 from one year ago. 
Tracy Overby noted that the 
discrepancy is smaller than at 
this time last year. 


“I do believe we’re moving 
in the right direction,” said 
Superintendent Lenny Wha¬ 
len. “It’s just going to be a slow 
climb for us.” 

Following discussion, the 
board approved the purchase 
of a 4x4 pickup with snow 
plow and salt spreader from 
the city of Dawson Springs if 
it is declared surplus and sold 


for $2,500. Whalen said he had 
looked into purchasing a blade 
and spreader to use on the 
truck owned by the district to 
cut down the amount spent to 
clear parking lots of snow and 
ice. However, the cost was pro¬ 
hibitive. 

“I think this will pay for it¬ 
self,” Whalen said. 

The board also approved the 


purchase of three school bus¬ 
es, two 2006 and one 2007, from 
Oldham County Schools at a 
price of $28,000. Whalen said 
Oldham County had consoli¬ 
dated bus routes to improve 
efficiency and had surplused 
numerous buses as a result. 
He and Joe Loney looked at

By the 2016-17 school 
year, the state could have 
a new program called 
“Kentucky Rising” that 
will create an enhanced 
high school diploma that 
would allow graduates 
to get scholarships and 
early college admissions, 
Education Commission¬ 
er Terry Holliday said 
Dec. 3. 

Holliday said he 
thought Kentucky Ris¬ 
ing, which would estab¬ 
lish criteria showing 
students were ready for 
the global workforce, 
would have more impact 
on Kentucky than when 
the General Assembly 
passed legislation in 2009 
calling for more strin¬ 
gent academic standards. 

Holliday discussed the 
program at a meeting of 
the Kentucky Board of 
Education. 

“It’s huge,” Holliday 
said. “I think its going to 
be a critical initiative for 
economic development 
in our state.” 

The idea behind the 
diploma is to create a 
stronger workforce that 
meets the requirements 
of foreign industries who 
are directly investing in 
Kentucky and industries 
that are creating trade 
with other countries, 
Holliday said. 

Kentucky employers 


who have foreign invest¬ 
ments “can’t find the 
skilled workforce that 
they need,” Holliday 
said. “We think it would 
elevate more Kentucky 
students to be more com¬ 
petitive at universities 
and careers.” 

In January, a joint 
meeting is planned for the 
chairs and vice-chairs of 
the Council on Postsec¬ 
ondary Education, the 
Education Professional 
Standards Board and the 
Kentucky Board of Edu¬ 
cation and their agency 
heads to gain support for 
the initiative. 

Businesses will have 
to help state education 
officials determine the 
criteria, Holliday said. 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky has been a strong, 
early partner in the ini¬ 
tiative, he said.

National Railway Equipment In Paducah Since 1927

It’s difficult to miss 
the campus of NRE 
(National Railway 
Equipment) Paducah — 
it sprawls nearly three 
blocks from the corner 
of 16th and Kentucky 
in Paducah toward the 
river. But for many 
locals, the building’s 
inner workings remain 
a mystery 

Behind the more than 
6.5 million bricks that 
make up NRE Paducah’s 
walls, about 200 employ¬ 
ees build and refurbish 
locomotives, which will 
then be sent to distant 
locations around the 
world, such as Saudi 
Arabia, Kenya and Aus¬ 
tralia. 

“It’s very good busi¬ 
ness, very cyclical, and 
we’ve been riding the 
top of the wave for a 
long time, both domesti¬ 


cally and export-wise,” 
NRE Paducah Vice 
President and General 
Manager Bob Pederson 
said. 

The shops, formerly 
known as VMV Paducah- 
bilt, have been a part 
of the town’s landscape 
since construction on 
the complex started in 
1925. It was completed in 
1927, and Illinois Central 
Railroad paid $7 million 
for it at the time. The 
NRE’s lobby displays a 
photograph of the cam¬ 
pus partially engulfed 
in water from the 1937 
flood. 

“There are so many 
people in Paducah that 
can say ‘My grandfather 
worked for the VMV,”’ 
Pederson said. 

Before 1962, the com¬ 
plex was devoted to pro¬ 
ducing steam engines. 
Now, visitors can see 
the vault in the ceiling’s 
skylights that accommo¬ 


dated the locomotive’s 
smoke stacks before die¬ 
sel-electric engines took 
over the industry. 

That’s also the era 
when NRE saw the high¬ 
est employment, boast¬ 
ing 1,447 workers in Sep¬ 
tember 1942. Although 
there are far fewer 
employees now, the num¬ 
bers are up from 2012 
when, according to Sun 
files, the plant employed 
144 full-time staff. 

The complex was pri¬ 
vately owned and known 
as VMV through the 
1980s and ‘90s. National 
Railroad Equipment, 
based in Mount Vernon, 
II., purchased the facil¬ 
ity in 2002. NRE has 13 
locations around the 
globe, Corporate EHS 
Manager Colby Davis 
said, but Paducah has 
its largest. 

Sparks flew under the 
four-story-high ceiling as 
welders worked Dec. 9. 


Others repaired engines, 
operated cranes or swept 
out the wells that catch 
the oil and other waste 
after workers have fin¬ 
ished with a locomotive. 

Each locomotive 
weighs about 428,000 
pounds, Pederson said, 
and can be transported 
through the building by 
one of the cranes that 
glide overhead. 

“Everything we have 
in this facility is big, 
heavy and — I hate to say 
it — dangerous. That’s 
why we stress safety,” 
Pederson said. 

It shows. The com¬ 
pany was on track to 
receive an award for 
more than a million 
man-hours worked with¬ 
out a lost-time accident, 
according to Kentucky 
Labor Secretary Larry 
L. Roberts. This marks 
the second consecutive 
year NRE has earned 
the award.

Fulton Hospital Closing 
Hurts Health/Economy

The closure of Ful¬ 
ton’s hospital may strike 
a blow to the health and 
economy of the region 
where it has operated for 
more than 20 years. 

Parkway Region¬ 
al Hospital, which 
employs about 192 peo¬ 
ple, announced recently 
that it will end its acute 
inpatient and emergency 
room services on March 
31. Residents now face 
the prospect of losing 
their hospital and, in 
some cases, their jobs, 
while the city of Fulton 
will lose close to 20 per¬ 
cent of its revenue. 

“A lot of people are 
going to suffer over 
this,” said Fulton County 
Judge-Executive David 
Gallagher. 

Community Health 
Services, which owns 
Parkway Regional Hos¬ 
pital, said in a news 
release that Hillview 
Medical Clinic in Fulton 
will relocate to adjacent 
South Fulton, Tennessee. 
The county government 
expects that two other 
regional clinics — one 
in Hickman and another 
in Clinton in Hickman 
County — may close, as 
well. 

But Parkway’s ambu¬ 
lance service, Tri-City 
Ambulance, recently 
agreed to extend its con¬ 
tract for a year starting 
on Jan. 1, Gallagher said. 
That service is subsi¬ 
dized on a voluntary 
basis by the residents of 
Hickman, Fulton, Fulton 
County and South Fulton 
through utility billing. 

County and city offi¬ 
cials said they’ll do what 
they can to ensure resi¬ 
dents receive timely care 
and to lessen the impact 
of losing an unknown 
number of jobs. 

“We’ll focus on the 
ambulance service. We 
need to make sure we 
maintain that. And we’ll 
start looking for answers 
beyond the (one) year 
contract. If we know clin¬ 
ics are leaving, we’ll be 
looking to replace them 
as soon as possible,” Gal¬ 
lagher said. 

After Parkway Region¬ 
al closes, the next clos¬ 
est hospital for Fulton 
residents will be at least 
12 miles away, in Tennes¬ 
see in either Martin or 
Union City. The Union 
City hospital is about 
15 miles from Hickman. 
Jackson Purchase Medi¬ 
cal Center in Mayfield is 
about a 25-minute drive 
from Fulton. 

Some of the doctors, 
nurses and other medi¬ 
cal workers are expect¬ 
ed to be able to relocate 
to other hospitals, but 
employees who provide 


other services, such as 
janitors, bookkeepers 
and cafeteria workers, 
may be left jobless. 

“For the last three 
months, we’ve been 
working diligently, try¬ 
ing to find a solution (to 
the job loss),” said Eddie 
Crittendon, executive 
director for economic 
development for Fulton 
and Hickman counties. 
“We’re going to continue 
working on that ... and 
hopefully be able to soft¬ 
en the blow for some peo¬ 
ple who will no longer 
have a job.” 

The hospital’s state¬ 
ment said a decline in 
population and changes 
in inpatient admission 
guidelines have caused 
admissions to plummet 
by 50 percent, from 1,400 
in 2010 to about 700 this 
year. Emergency room 
visits have also dropped 
from a high of 6,000 in 
2012 to about 5,300 this 
year. 

“Maintaining a full- 
service hospital for the 
current demand from 
acute and emergency 
patients is not sustain¬ 
able,” John Ballard, 
chief executive officer of 
the hospital, said in the 
statement. 

Gallagher confirmed 
that the county’s popula¬ 
tion has continued to fall 
in recent years; it’s now 
around 6,800. He added 
that Fulton’s combina¬ 
tion of a low population 
with a high percentage 
of people on Medicare or 
Medicaid isn’t good for 
for-profit hospitals like 
Parkway 

“Community Health 
Services is a profit¬ 
making organization, so 
it was a business deci¬ 
sion,” he said. “I think 
you’re going to see (rural 
hospitals closing) else¬ 
where. It’s just a sign of 
the times.” 

Fulton City Manager 
Cubb Stokes said that 
unlike the county, the 
city has maintained its 
population of roughly 
3,000 for several years. 

At the moment, the 
hospital provides about 
$255,000 to the city 
through property and 
payroll taxes and water 
and gas utilities. That’s 
18 percent of Fulton’s 
revenue, Stokes said. 

“It’s not good news, 
but we’ll weather the 
storm. We’ll do what we 
can to replace those jobs 
- that’s our immediate 
concern,” he said. 

“They (Parkway 
Regional Hospital) have 
given us 25 years of great 
service and have sup¬ 
ported the community. 
Hopefully someone will 
step up and take their 
place in some form or 
fashion. We wish them 
well.”

There is still hope for the future

We are one glum country 

Trust in the federal govern¬ 
ment is at historic lows, according 
to Gallup. More than half of the 
respondents to an October Ras¬ 
mussen poll think our best days 
are behind us. And just a few 
weeks ago, an NBC/Wall St. Jour¬ 
nal poll found that the one thing 
Americans agree upon whatever 
their race or circumstances is that 
the system is stacked against peo¬ 
ple like them. 

Scratch an American, it seems, 
and you’ll get a litany of com¬ 
plaints about our representative 
democracy. 

I see this defeatism all around 
me. When I speak to classes of uni¬ 
versity students, I almost always 
ask for a show of hands on wheth¬ 
er these young people believe the 
U.S. is in decline or on the rise. 
Every time, the room is evenly 
split. That’s a lot of people who 
are losing faith in our system. 

So I have just one thing to say: 
Could we all take a deep breath? 

For one thing, we deal with 
our challenges from a position 
of strength. We have friendly 
neighbors to the north and south, 
oceans to the east and west, and a 
growing, relatively young popula¬ 
tion. We possess abundant natu¬ 
ral resources, the world’s most 
capable military force, a nucle¬ 
ar arsenal second to none, and a 
deterrent power envied by every 
other country on earth. We face 
no existential threat from foreign 
powers. We can choose the role we 
want to play in the world. 

We created the major mecha¬ 
nisms for world stability — the 
United Nations, World Trade 
Organization, International Mon¬ 
etary Fund, and World Bank — 


and we still help main¬ 
tain them. We lead 
the way in pressing 
for open markets and 
free trade. Our funda¬ 
mentals — from our 
military to our tech¬ 
nology to our system 
of higher education — 
remain strong. We’re 
doing better economi¬ 
cally than any other 
maj or industrialized 
nation, and have put 
more people back to 
work since the recov¬ 
ery began than the 
rest of the industrial¬ 
ized world combined. Does that 
sound like a once-great nation on 
its knees? 

Our people possess strengths in 
abundance. We have a remarkable 
reservoir of talent both in the work¬ 
force and, to judge by the students 
I encounter every day, preparing 
to enter it. We’re blessed with a 
strong entrepreneurial tradition 
that nurtures inventiveness and 
creativity, and that draws countless 
people from abroad eager to make 
something of their future. Though 
we’re hardly perfect on this score, 
we have friends across the globe 
who genuinely admire our accom¬ 
plishments. 

I’m not blind to our shortcom¬ 
ings — if you read this column 
regularly, you know that — or to 
the severe challenges we confront. 
But in the face of extraordinary 
difficulties, we adapt, persevere, 
and eventually emerge stronger. 

After decades of trying, we 
have begun to wean ourselves 
from foreign oil. Our response to 
the ebola crisis was initially halt¬ 
ing and clumsy, but the federal 
government and the nation’s hos¬ 
pitals reformed their protocols 


remarkably quickly 
for a set of complex 
institutions. It’s taken 
a long time to put a 
coalition together 
to fight the Islamic 
State, but interna¬ 
tional coalitions are 
difficult to create, 
and by dint of hard 
work we’re better off 
now than we were a 
year ago. In the end, 
government may act 
slowly, and it’s often 
well behind where 
you’d wish it to be, 
but it does act. 

All these things give our society 
a resilience to keep in mind the 
next time you see a news story 
or commentary hyping a pessi¬ 
mistic view of our future. The 
world around us is in turmoil, 
under enormous and even volca¬ 
nic pressures that explode most 
every morning somewhere, yet 
we remain an island of stability. 
We may be disenchanted with our 
government, yet we’ve come out 
of the downturn stronger than 
any other country in the world — 
a testament not just to our private 
sector, but to the public policies 
that supported it. 

We have a long way to go, 
there’s no doubt about it. But I’m 
reminded of a young woman a few 
years ago who asked me, after a 
bleak speech I’d given laying out 
the problems of the world, “Is 
there any hope?” My answer now 
is the same as it was then: Yes, of 
course there is.

The newly insured pose a grave responsibility 


Insurance companies that initially lost money 
managing Medicaid in Kentucky are now enjoying a 
windfall described as “astonishing” by an analyst for 
the global bank Citigroup. 

According to Citi Research, “taxpayers spent 
almost $275 million more on purchasing Medicaid 
services (in Kentucky) over the first nine months of 
2014 than was necessary.” 

Citi’s calculation of the insurers’ excessive profits 
is subject to some complicated caveats. Also, the com¬ 
panies will be required to refund most of their wind¬ 
fall once all the numbers are in for 2014. And the state 
will renegotiate their rates and contracts next year. 

But this and other massive transfers of public 
health-care dollars should serve as a reminder: 

The influx of a half-million newly insured Ken¬ 
tuckians is not just a great opportunity. It’s also a 
grave responsibility to develop a system of care that 
produces better outcomes and healthier Kentuck¬ 
ians. 

If you doubt the urgency of the task, check out 
the United Health Foundation’s 25th annual rankings 
published last week. On a broad range of measures, 
Kentucky fell from 45th to 47th among the states. 

The report is based on data from before Gov. Steve 
Beshear made full use of the Affordable Care Act to 
expand access to health care, so the rankings miss 
improvements that already have occurred in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

But the major challenges the report cites for our 
state are perennials: the high percentage of smokers 
and children in poverty and the high rate of prevent¬ 
able hospitalizations. 

The legislature can tackle the No. 1 cause of pre¬ 
ventable deaths and disease by enacting a ban on 
smoking in indoor public spaces, including work¬ 
places and restaurants. The measure will have bipar¬ 
tisan sponsors, Rep. Susan Westrom, D-Lexington, 
and Sen. Julie Raque Adams, R-Louisville, when 
the General Assembly convenes next month. The 
Kentucky Chamber of Commerce has long endorsed 
a statewide smoking ban, as does the Kentucky Hos¬ 
pital Association. 

The chamber recognizes that smoking and Ken¬ 
tucky’s high rates of disease and disability are not 
just health issues but also a drag on the economy. 
Potential new employers want a healthy workforce 
and a healthy place to live — and that means smoke- 
free. 

Meanwhile, Beshear has a year left as governor 


to make sure the Medicaid managed care system he 
instituted is really managing care and improving 
outcomes — not just managing cash flow by with¬ 
holding payments and squeezing hospitals and doc¬ 
tors, as many providers say is still the case. 

The expansion of the Medicaid program, which is 
giving working poor Kentuckians access to routine 
preventive care for the first time, is expected to reim¬ 
burse Kentucky health-care providers an additional 
$1 billion this year. 

Policy-makers and providers should zero in on 
reducing preventable hospitalizations and making 
Kentuckians healthier while the federal government 
is still picking up the entire cost of the Medicaid 
expansion, which is providing free coverage to most 
of the 500,000-plus Kentuckians who have signed up 
for insurance through the Kynect exchange. 

By 2017, the state must pick up 5 percent of the 
expansion’s cost, then 10 percent by 2020. The health¬ 
ier Kentuckians are, the more affordable that will be.

Moments in time... 


• On Dec. 18, 1620, the British ship Mayflower 
docked at modern-day Plymouth, Massachusetts, and 
its passengers prepared to begin their new settle¬ 
ment, Plymouth Colony. That winter of 1620-1621 was 
brutal, and the Pilgrims struggled to find food and 
ward off sickness. By spring, 50 of the original 102 
Mayflower passengers were dead. 

• On Dec. 15,1791, Virginia becomes the final state 
to ratify the Bill of Rights, making the first 10 amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution law. The Anti-Federalist 
critics of the Constitution believed that it gave too 
much power to the federal government. The Bill of 
Rights assuaged their concerns. 

• On Dec. 17, 1944, Public Proclamation No. 21 
declared that Japanese-American “evacuees” from the 
West Coast could return to their homes. In 1942, more 
than 110,000 Japanese Americans were relocated to 
remote internment camps built by the U.S. military. 

• On Dec. 20, 1957, Elvis Presley receives his draft 
notice for the United States Army. After basic train¬ 
ing, he served in 3rd Armor Corps in Friedberg, Ger¬ 
many, where he attained the rank of sergeant. 

• On Dec. 19, 1968, Warner Brothers releases the 
movie “Bullitt,” starring Steve McQueen, in Sweden, 
two months after its debut in U.S. theaters. Many crit¬ 
ics consider “Bullitt” to be one of the greatest action 
movies ever made, because of the seven-minute car 
chase through the streets of San Francisco. 

• On Dec. 16, 1973, the Buffalo Bills running back 
“OJ” Simpson becomes the first player in the Nation¬ 
al Football League to rush for more than 2,000 yards 
in a single season. After leading the University of 
Southern California Trojans to a Rose Bowl vic¬ 
tory and winning the Heisman Trophy, Simpson was 
drafted by Buffalo in 1969.

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The ark should not be built with tax dollars 


If ever there was a right decision, in our opinion, 
to come from state government — and, of course, 
there have been many — the refusal Dec. 10 to afford 
tax incentives to the group building the Ark Encoun¬ 
ter in Northern Kentucky hit the target squarely in 
the bull’s eye. 

Ark Encounter, featuring a 500-foot replica of the 
boat Noah built to escape an Earth-inundating flood 
as recorded in the Old Testament book of Genesis, 
had received preliminary approval in July for up to 
$18 million in tax incentives. Answers in Genesis, 
the outfit funding the construction, claimed visitors 
would flock to Ark Encounter just as they have to the 
Creation Museum that Answers constructed a few 
years ago. 

Likely as not they’re right about attendance esti¬ 
mates and, of course, those visitors would bring 
tourism dollars to Kentucky. 

That said, even as bad as we need the revenue, we 
can’t turn our heads from the egregious church and 
state conflict raised by the tax incentive requests, 
and the request should have been denied long ago. We 
were incensed it was ever even considered! 

What likely tipped the scales to disapproval was 
the requirement that potential employees sign some¬ 
thing of a “statement of faith” including, among 
other things, an affirmation of the counter-evolution 
stance that the Earth is not billions of years old as 
scientists contend, but was rather created between 6 
and 7,000 years ago. 

That statement requirement was added after the 


preliminary approval in July and took the deal from 
a “tourist attraction” to “religious theme park.” 
Gov. Steve Beshear, who had been supportive of the 
initial request, withdrew his blessing. In a written 
statement, Beshear said leaders of the project had 
done an about face on a pledge not to discriminate 
in hiring. 

Located in Grant County near Williamstown, con¬ 
struction is already underway. Perhaps Answers in 
Genesis must have assumed that since the venture 
had gotten the preliminary nod for tax incentives, it 
was a “lock” in this typically theologically conserva¬ 
tive state. 

Now the group’s hubris could cost it millions since 
it becomes totally privately funded. 

Admittedly, the idea is intriguing of touring a 
replica of a homemade boat that allegedly held a pair 
of every living creature on Earth at the time of the 
Great Flood, just as beguiling as dioramas featuring 
little children playing with dinosaurs over at the 
Creation Museum. 

Answers in Genesis can go right on replicating all 
the Old Testament stories it wants in theme parks. 
It just can’t build them using taxpayer dimes when 
the people hired to run the places, all likely need¬ 
ing work, are required to sign a statement declaring 
their belief in the story behind the theme. 

Thanks to state authorities for putting down their 
collective foot.

funded and is ongoing. Gregory thinks 
it will catch on with other groups after 
the initial course. 

Discussion of the Leader in Me 
program was tabled for a second time 
pending confirmation of funding 
for staff and substitutes for training 
time. 

The council approved a budget re¬ 
port showing an available balance of

However, the high school 
will not make the graduation rate goal 
again because one student will gradu¬ 
ate with a certificate rather than a di¬ 
ploma in 2015. 

A district improvement plan com¬ 
bines parts of the elementary and sec¬ 
ondary plans and will also be present¬ 
ed for board approval. 

Cassie Ipock reported information 
from the Kentucky Association of 
School Councils which is very inter¬ 
ested in including coding programs in 
the school curriculum.

who has not had the flu vaccine to be 
vaccinated before the holidays when 
exposure to the flu increases. 

The CDC has released information 
that influenza A (H3N2), the most com¬ 
mon so far, may not be covered well by 
this year’s vaccine. However, vaccination 
still provides the best protection against 
influenza. The vaccine appears to be 
a good match for many of the strains 
which are being transmitted and because 
of antibody cross-protection, it should 
help to reduce hospitalizations and 
deaths, even in people who may contract 
the mismatched strain of influenza. 

According to DPH, approximately 
23,000 deaths due to seasonal flu and its 
complications occur on average each 
year in the United States.

the buses last week and were 
surprised at their quality and 
low mileage. 

Whalen had expected to pur¬ 
chase a new bus next year but 
said that can probably be post¬ 
poned for up to five years with 
the purchase of the Oldham 
County buses, saving the dis¬ 
trict approximately $200,000 
over that time. 

The principals, Jennifer 
Ward and Kevin Stockman, 
presented their individual 
Comprehensive School Im¬ 
provement Plans. Stockman 
said the goals for both plans 


have been through two read¬ 
ings and were approved by 
their respective SBDM Coun¬ 
cils. The elementary CSIP in¬ 
cludes 11 goals, and the junior- 
senior high CSIP includes 5. 
The best of those goals were 
combined to create a Compre¬ 
hensive District Improvement 
Plan with the addition of goals 
for kindergarten, first and 
second grades and a goal man¬ 
dated by the state based on the 
TELL Survey. 

In the absence of DPP Kent 
Workman, Whalen reported on 
attendance which was down 
slightly in the fourth month. 
The schools have been hit hard 


with illness, and attendance 
Monday was at 87 percent. 
Whalen said he is monitoring 
for student and staff absenc¬ 
es, and his objective is to get 
through the week. 

The board approved submit¬ 
ting a request for a waiver to 
the Kentucky Department of 
Education which, if granted, 
would keep the current Dis¬ 
trict Facilities Plan active for 
another four years. 

In addition, a resolution to 
participate in a KSBA rate in¬ 
tervention to challenge KU’s 
energy rate increase was ap¬ 
proved.

Late muzzleloader deer season opens

Hunters do not have to wait until next fall to har¬ 
vest a deer with a firearm in Kentucky. 

The late muzzleloader season opens statewide 
today (Saturday). Even before opening day the ongo¬ 
ing deer season already rates as one of the state’s 
top three on record based on overall harvest num¬ 
bers. 

Wildlife biologists were bracing for a potential 
decrease in the harvest this season after consecutive 
record harvests and with oak trees so laden with 
acorns this fall. However, the combination of favor¬ 
able weather during key timeframes and an uptick 
in hunter participation turned tempered expecta¬ 
tions bullish as the season has worn on. 

“We’ve had a great season,” said Gabe Jenkins, 
deer and elk program coordinator with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “It’s surprised me, but I think it’s also 
indicative of the effectiveness of our deer manage¬ 
ment zone structure.” 

The modern gun deer season drove a November 
harvest of 104,679 that fell just shy of last year’s 
record for the month. December offers the possibili¬ 
ty of more quality hunting. Hunters took nearly 
13,000 deer last December. 

The abundance of acorns on the landscape this 
fall could translate into increased breeding activity 
this month as does (female deer) and half-year old 
fawns that weren’t ready to be bred last month come 
into estrus, Jenkins said. 

“Chances are good that we could see a really nice 
peak in breeding and some more activity in 
December and January,” he said. 

Black powder firearm hunters took more than 
6,100 deer during the early muzzleloader weekend 
this past October 

The late muzzleloader season opening Saturday 
closes on Sunday, Dec. 21. Hunters in Zones 1, 2 and 3 
counties may take either sex deer throughout the 
season. Counties classified as Zone 1 offer hunters a 
good opportunity to harvest an unlimited number 
of female deer Those are counties where the depart¬ 
ment is trying to get a reduction in the deer herd. 
Hunters must have the appropriate additional deer 
permits to take advantage of that opportunity In a 
Zone 4 county, black powder firearm hunters may 
only take antlered deer from Dec. 13-18 and then

Wildlife biologists have confirmed the presence of 
five federally protected whooping cranes in Hopkins 
County and sixth in Barren County. In addition to 
these confirmed reports, whooping cranes have been 
seen in more than a dozen counties across Kentucky 
in the last two weeks. 

Biologists with the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources caution hunters to be vigilant 
for the possibility of whooping cranes being present in 
areas being hunted. 

The whooping crane is a federally endangered 
bird that may not be hunted. The Eastern 
Population of whooping cranes migrates between 
Wisconsin and Florida with their main migration 
corridor taking them through west-central 
Kentucky. There are approximately 100 whooping 
cranes in this population. 

Whooping cranes are solid white with black wing- 
tips. They have a red crown. Adults may have a wing¬ 
span of 7% feet and stand up to 5 feet tall on stilted 
legs. Juvenile birds are similar to the adults, but will 
have patches of brown or tan mixed in with the white. 
Both adult and juvenile whooping cranes are current¬ 
ly present in Kentucky 

Whooping cranes are similar in silhouette to sand¬ 
hill cranes. However, sandhill cranes have gray bodies 
and are smaller than whooping cranes. Whooping

either sex from Dec. 19-21. 

Locating high-carb food sources is critical late in 
the season. 

“Find the food. Find the deer,” said Derek Beard, 
Bluegrass Region wildlife coordinator for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Beard and Jenkins suggest keying on the corners 
of agricultural fields, winter wheat fields or areas 
thick with red oak acorns. White oak acorns have 
either been consumed or have germinated by this 
point in the season, Jenkins said. 

Set the alarm clock later and hunt the warmest 
part of the day. Seek out a sunny spot or one that 
provides deer some protection from the elements, 
like a briar thicket or a recently-logged area. 

“If it’s good and cold, they’ll move throughout the 
day,” Jenkins said. “If it’s really cold, you might 
consider hunting close to a bedding area.” 

Resist the urge to set up on top of that bedding 
area or food source in those instances. Instead, pick 
a spot between the two that allows deer to be inter¬ 
cepted en route to one spot or the other, Beard said. 


cranes may associate with sandhill cranes so caution 
must be used while hunting sandhill cranes. 
Kentucky’s sandhill crane hunting season begins Dec. 
13 and continues through Jan. 11, or until 400 sandhill 
cranes have been taken. 

Hunters should be aware of other large-bodied 
birds which may appear similar to whooping cranes. 

Large flocks of snow geese may be present in west¬ 
ern areas of Kentucky and small groups may be pres¬ 
ent statewide. Snow geese are white-bodied birds with 
black wingtips. They do not have stilted legs. Tundra 
swans and trumpeter swans have also been reported 
across Kentucky. Swans are large, solid white birds 
with wingspans approaching 7 feet. They do not have 
stilted legs. Swans may not be hunted in Kentucky 

Hunters should always be sure of their target 
before firing a gun, regardless of the species being 
hunted.

“It’s a chess game,” he said. “There may only be a 
10-minute window where they may be coming 
through.” 

Driven by the strong November, the statewide 
deer harvest total stood at more than 126,000, as of 
Thursday, Dec. 11. With the late muzzleloader season 
on deck, and the crossbow and archery seasons 
ongoing, Jenkins expects the harvest number to 
climb past the 2012-13 season for second highest on 
record behind last season’s benchmark of 144,409. 

“We’re not overharvesting,” Jenkins said. “Our 
age structure is still good. If we were overharvest¬ 
ing, we would see an increased number of fawns 
and yearlings in our harvest and we wouldn’t shoot 
as many quality deer We’re still shooting those and 
our numbers are holding tight and even increasing 
some.” 

Black powder hunters are reminded to wear hunt¬ 
er orange and to always obtain landowner permis¬ 
sion before hunting private property. For additional 
information about the upcoming late muzzleloader 
deer season and other hunting opportunities avail¬ 
able across the state, visit Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website at fw.ky.gov.

JOHNNYSHUTOUT 


Well, there is nowhere to go but up for Johnny Manziel 


T he Cleveland Browns’ rookie quarterback made his starting debut in 
Week 15, and it was certainly forgettable. It was bad enough to lose 
while still in the playoff hunt and to be shutout 30-0 at home by in¬ 
state division rival Cincinnati, but the performance itself left plenty 
to be desired. 

Running just 38 offensive plays, the fewest for Cleveland since its Week 1 
return to the league in 1999 (28), the 22-year-old Manziel went 10-of-18 for 
80 yards, was sacked three times, intercepted twice, and finished with a quar¬ 
terback rating of 27.3. He had five carries for 13 yards. 

“It’s the first game I’ve ever not scored a point in and been shut out,” he said 
on Monday. “I’ve played in a lot of games, I feel like, from high school 
through college and that one and never been shut out until then, so it was def¬ 
initely tough.” 

Cincinnati jumped out to a 20-0 halftime lead as Manziel was 4-of-9 for 
22 yards with his two interceptions coming in the first two quarters. Both in¬ 
terceptions came on passes longer than 15 yards, of which Manziel finished 
0-for-4 on those attempts. 

“I never felt over- 

I never felt overwhelmed or whelmed or that it 

was too much for 

that it was too much for me. me,” he said. 

The No. 22 pick 

— Cleveland rookie Johnny Manziel overall in May’s NFL 

Draft, Manziel be¬ 
came the Browns’ 

21st different starting quarterback since the franchise returned, and the team’s 
fifth to be shut out in his first start. He became the NFL’s sixth QB in the last 
20 years to be shutout in his first start, the first since 2010. 

And while he called the experience “humbling,” Manziel certainly was not 
the first first-round QB to be shutout in his starting debut. But if history is 
any indicator, bouncing back quickly is a rarity. Four other first-round QBs 
were shutout in their first starts as rookies. The four combined for zero touch¬ 
downs and six interceptions in their debuts. They returned the next week to 
combine for two TDs and nine interceptions, and all four lost again. 

Johnny Football has two more regular-season games to get on track and po¬ 
tentially get his team into the postseason - a feat none of the other four first- 
round QBs on the shutout list were remotely close to doing as rookies. 


FIRST-ROUND QUARTERBACKS SHUTOUT IN FIRST START 

TOMMY MADDOX, DENVER, WEEK 12,1992 

Maddox lost 24-0 at the Los Angeles Raiders in his first start as a rookie. He 
went ll-for-26 for 127 yards with no touchdowns and two interceptions. He 
lost at Seattle the following week, 16-13, throwing for 127 yards, his first TD, 
and another two interceptions. Maddox, who was out of the NFL from 1996- 
2000, did not start again until Week 4,2002, a 32-29 loss at New Orleans. His 
first win as a starter came the next week when he completed 16-of-25 passes 
for 216 yards, one TD, and two INTs to defeat host Cincinnati 34-7. 

TIMM ROSENBACH, PHOENIX, WEEK 15,1989 

Rosenbach lost 37-0 against visiting Denver, going 2-for-8 for 14 yards with 
no TDs and no interceptions. He did no start again until Week 1 of the follow¬ 
ing season, a 31-0 loss at Washington where he was 20-of-39 for 228 yards 
with no TDs and four interceptions. It was not until Rosenbach’s third career 
start, Week 2 of the 1990 season, that he scored a win. He went 11-of-19 for 
116 yards with no touchdowns and one interception in a 23-21 win at Philadel¬ 
phia. He went 5-11 as a starter in 1990, started no games in 1991, lost the first 
two games of 1992 and was out of football by the end of the season. 

TROY AIKMAN, DALLAS, WEEK 1,1989 

Aikman started 11 games of the Cowboys’ 1-15,1989 season. His first came 
in Week 1 when he lost 28-0 at New Orleans, completing 17-of-35 passes for 
180 yards with no TDs and two interceptions. He followed that with a 27-21 
loss at Altanta, throwing for 241 yards on 13-of-23 passing with one TD and 
two interceptions. Aikman did not get a win until his 12th career start, which 
came in Week 1 of the 1990 season. He scored the game-winning touchdown, 
a 1-yard run, to defeat visiting San Diego 17-14. Aikman was 13-of-29 for 
193 yards with the rushing TD, a passing TD, and an interception. 

BOB GRIESE, MIAMI, WEEK 2,1967 

Griese lost 24-0 to visiting Kansas City, completing 1 l-of-22 passes for 101 
yards, no touchdowns, and two interceptions. He followed that with a 29-7 
loss at the Jets the next week, connecting on l-of-3 passes for four yards, no 
scores, and one interception. Griese did not get his first win until his sixth start 
of the 1967 season. He had the game-winning, 31-yard touchdown pass in the 
fourth quarter to defeat visiting Buffalo 17-14, connecting on 17-of-33 at¬ 
tempts for 222 yards, one TD, and three INTs. Griese was the only one of the 
four first-round QBs shutout in their first start to get a win 
in his rookie season. 


OUTSIDE THE HUDDLE 

New England quarterback Tom Brady 
busted off a 17-yard run in the third quarter 
of the team’s win against Miami, his longest 
run since 2007. Teammate Julian Edelman 
had a few descriptions of the of the "slowest 
17 yards he’s ever seen” saying "it’s always 
fun seeing the Clydesdale run” and "I call 
him Brady Vick.”... Pittsburgh coach Mike 
Tomlin declined to comment on the per¬ 
sonal foul call against linebacker Jason 
Worilds against Atlanta quarterback Matt 
Ryan in the second quarter that kept a 
touchdown drive alive.

The Buccaneers lost to Philadelphia 21-3 in 


an NFC Wild Card game. No host team has ever 
played in the Super Bowl.... While Arizona’s third- 
string quarterback Ryan Lindley was helping the 
Cardinals defeat the Rams last week he was also 
busy on Twitter. Posted on his IdRyanLindleyU ac¬ 
count while the game was going on: "Stay tuned. 
Going to randomly offer 25 Bibles to my Followers 
thru Tuesday. Will you accept my gift of a new 
Bible?#HolidayBibleGiveaway.” An hour later, who¬ 
ever was tweeting recognized Lindley was in two 
places at once and apologized for any confusion 
and admitted the “oversight on our part.”... 
Speaking of Twitter, former NFL receiver Chad 
Johnson tweeted a pat on his own back Sunday. 
From his fdochocinco account a tweet "The tip is in 
the message not the money,” Johnson posted a 
picture of a $300.92 tip he left on a $351.92 bill, 
telling the server "Sundays are slow, this should 
help,” and “I love you.” Johnson might need to re¬ 
member to carry the one as the total he wrote was 
$651.92.

Seahawks (11-3) at Cardinals (10-4) 

All that’s on the line for both teams is the NFC’s top 
seed at best and the NFC West Division title at worst.

Pitted Nails Reveal Psoriatic Arthritis 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am a 77-year- 
old male. I had to stop playing golf 
about two years ago due to joint pain. 
I had psoriasis from age 15 until I was 
40.1 am retired from the Navy and had 
to be hospitalized twice during my 
time in service due to my skin. Why it 
disappeared at age 40, I don’t know. Is 
it possible that I could have psoriatic 
arthritis? One doctor I saw said that 
I had to have psoriasis in order to get 
it. I saw that you said that sometimes 
the arthritis shows up before the skin 
lesions. Can it show up after you have 
quit having the lesions? - Anon. 

ANSWER: Indeed, psoriatic arthri¬ 
tis can show up years after psoria¬ 
sis starts and when there are no skin 
lesions. Often, pits in the nails or other 
nail changes are seen in those with 
psoriatic arthritis. 

However, having psoriasis doesn’t 
protect you from other types of arthri¬ 
tis, such as osteoarthritis or rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis. Since psoriatic arthritis 
is so destructive, you should see an 
expert, perhaps a rheumatologist. 

The arthritis booklet discusses 
rheumatoid arthritis, osteoarthritis 
and lupus.

DEAR DR. ROACH: About 10 months 
ago, my husband noticed a small “bleb” 
on the skin near his right hip area. He 
used “tag away” and alcohol swabs 
daily; however, the area is a giant 
2-inch-diameter “blotch” with an open 
sore in the middle. He insists that it is 
almost gone. I am afraid that it is skin 
cancer, very serious and that it needs 


to be checked out by a dermatologist. 
How do I get him to go? - P.K.F. 

ANSWER: Please tell him that I think 
it sounds like it might be skin cancer, 
such as a squamous cell carcinoma, 
and that he should see a dermatolo¬ 
gist immediately Some people have an 
immense capacity for convincing them¬ 
selves that nothing is wrong. The soon¬ 
er he gets an evaluation, the better. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am a veter¬ 
an and have had digestive problems 
(GERD and gastritis) since I came back 
from Vietnam in 1968. How closely 
related are these disorders? - J.R.O. 

ANSWER: GERD (gastroesophageal 
reflux disease) is very, very common, 
and refers to the passage of food and 
acid backward - from the stomach 
into the esophagus. The general cause 
of GERD is a relative weakness in the 
lower esophageal sphincter, the muscu¬ 
lar, valvelike structure at the bottom of 
the esophagus. Gastritis is an inflam¬ 
mation of the lining of the stomach. 

Both of these terms often are used 
imprecisely, as a guess at what might be 
causing nonspecific stomach pains. With 
such a prolonged course, it would be 
wise to make sure of your diagnosis, as 
your symptoms actually might be caused 
a different condition, such as an ulcer or 
infection by the bacteria H. pylori, which 
would require different treatment.

As Kentuckians gen¬ 
erously open their pock- 
etbooks and wallets for 
those in need of a help¬ 
ing hand this holiday 
season, Attorney Gener¬ 
al Jack Conway wants to 
make sure their charita¬ 
ble donations do not end 
up in the hands of scam 
artists. 

“Much like storms 
and natural disasters, 
the season of giving 
brings out the best and 
worst in people,” Con¬ 
way said. “Scam art¬ 
ists and dishonest or 
fraudulent charities not 
only take advantage of 
the kindness of others, 
they deprive reputable 
charitable organiza¬ 
tions of crucial resourc¬ 
es needed to help pro¬ 
vide clothes for a child 
or food for a struggling 
family. If you plan to 
give to a charitable or¬ 
ganization over the holi¬ 
days, gather as much in¬ 
formation as possible to 
make sure the charity is 
not a scam and that your 
donation reaches some¬ 
one in need.” 

Conway and his Office 
of Consumer Protection 
ask that Kentuckians 
keep the following tips 
in mind when choosing 
to make charitable dona¬ 
tions this holiday season: 

•Donate to known and 
trusted charities. Take 


time to verify the address, 
phone number and ad¬ 
ditional contact informa¬ 
tion. Consider a charity’s 
history, purpose, track re¬ 
cord and reputation. 

•When contributing 
over the Internet, make 
sure the website belongs 
to a legitimate, estab¬ 
lished and registered 
charity and that the 
website and the charity 
match. Also, make sure 
the site is secure and will 
offer protection for cred¬ 
it-card information. 

•Be cautious of sound- 
alike charities and so¬ 
licitors unable to answer 
questions. 

•Where possible, make 
donations by check or 
credit card rather than 
cash. 

•Beware of unsolic¬ 
ited email requests that 
appear to come from a 
legitimate charity These 
requests may actually be 
phishing scams designed 
to gain access to personal 
information. 

•Don’t be pressured 
into making a donation. 

•Ask for identification 
and written information 
when approached in per¬ 
son. 

Conway also encour¬ 
ages Kentuckians to 
utilize his office’s chari¬ 
table giving database to 
research a charity before 
making a donation.
